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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' argue the method limitation that was 
previously added to the independent article claim. This limitation will only render the article claims patentable if the method limitation 
results in the article being structurally distinct from the prior art. Applicants have not shown that this is the case and it is not apparent 
without such a showing. While applicants argue that there are qualitative differences between the articles when their method is used, the 
have not submitted showings to support their arguments. With respect to applicants' statements that their method results in fewer 
particles on the base paper which leads to better texture, it is unclear how or if this limitation is represented in the claim language. 
Finally, the dependent claim limitations were discussed in the non-final rejection of December 23, 2003. 
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
